Peres, Avineri

-had in effect endorsed the Israeli 
view when he told Allon that Israel 
must be strong militarily, not only to 
deter the.

borders.” He Indicated that while 
Israel’s immediate fears concerning 
military aid had been substantially 
allayed (Carter effectively rejected 
advice from State and Defence 
Department officials urging a cut- 
back in U.S. military support for 
Israel) , discord over the border 
question still loomed as the 

time for concrete peace negotiations 
approached,. 

Allon said be had once again 
stressed to Vance that Israel .wanted 
-“defensible borders’* that would 
coincide with its final sovereign 
borders — and would be significantly 
different from the 1967 Una s. Elec- 
tronic sensors and other security 
measure* could not be a substitute 
for “defensible borders," he had 
asserted. 

On the “nature of peace,” Vance 
said the U.S. had found King Hussein 
the most “open” of the three Arab 
leaders. President Sadat, of. Egypt 
bad been less ready than Hussein to 
think of a peace that would involve 
normalisation of relations between 
Israel and the Arab states. And 
Syria’s Assad had been the least 
. forthcoming ■ in this respect, still 
thinking more in terms of a formal 
end -of -war than of a peace imbued 
with- the: economic social, and 
'cultural -.contacts -that are;, norm aj, . 
between^ frfendly nations. ‘ * 

• America’s own position on the 
"nature of peace” remained firm, 
Allon .reported. .Washington would 
insist on a “precise and far-reaching 
definition” of peace. The U.8., also 
remains firm in its opposition to the 
PLO’s participating at Geneva un- 
less it first recognises Israel and 
accepts U.N. Security Council 
Resolutions 212 and 238. 

Vance told Allon that the U.S. had 
taken no position in its discussions 
with Arab leaders of the borders 
issue. It had noted, though, that tills 
issue must he part of the peace 
negotiations — and must be directly 
linked to the question of what 
"peace", is to mean beyond the for- 
mal no-war pact.

200 plants make parts 
for new Chariot tank

The Chariot (Meric ava) , Israel’s 
new locally produced tank, is 
currently being produced by some 
200 plants in Israel, with the ar- 
moured pfaHng being manufactured 
by the Urdan works of Netanya — a 
factory especially set up for the pur- 
pose. Urdan Is one of 10 factories in 
the world capable of producing 
ballistic armour plating and, among 
other things, manufactures the com- 
. nander’s cupola in uae on 
American-made Pattons. 

The Chariot, It was learned y eater- 
day, has completed trials in both a 
! desert and mountain environment, 
and it was reported that the Defence 
Ministry team responsible for its 
development, headed by Aluf (res.) 
Yiarael Tab is totally satisfied with 
its per form ance. 

The tank, production of which is 
expected to be speeded up con- 
siderably following President 
Carter’s decision to divert a huge sum 
in^d to foe project, has thus far been 
produced to limned numbers ■ 
primarily for test purposes. It is said 
to have 80,000 working parts and 137 
separate systems — including an ar- 
tillery computer.. 

Foreign capital 
eyed for extending 
railway to Eilat

The cabinet yesterday decided to 
extend the Negev railway to Eilat 
and to study the possibilities of get- 
ting foreign investment capital for 
foe project. 

Transport Minister Gad Ya’acobl 
Said that foreign Investors are “very 
interested.” 

The cabinet decided to budget 
IL30m. to complete the stretch 
between Mount ZinandEinHatzev a, 
and another IL16m . to plan the links 
to Sdom and to Eilat. 

'Die spur to foe new phosphate 
deposits at Zin will be completed this 
October, Ya’acobi said. The Eilat 
folk will be economically feasible on 
the basis of an estimated 8.5 million 
tons of freight moving northwards 
alone from Eilat In 1982, he. said. 


Because of foe unique placement 
of systems in the tank, and the fact 
that almost the entire body Is 
protected by an armoured 
plate, the tank has been hailed as the 
safest armoured vehicle in current 
production. Aluf Tal placed special 
emphasis on safety, following the 
Yom Kip pur war — when two-thirds 
of all. Israel’s casualties were from 
the Armoured Corps. 

The tank, as reported, can carry 10‘ 
fully equipped Infantrymen — with 
easy access available through the 
-rear door. 

Meanwhile, Defence Miniater 
Shimon Peres came under criticism 
yesterday — both within the defence 
establishment and from rival 
politicians — for using details on foe 
tank for campaign purposes.

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Price index 
up slightly

The consumer price index rose by 
2.4 per cent In April. This means that 
the total price rise in foe first third 
at the year came to 5.2 per c ent, the 
lowest increase for the same period 
since 1972. (In that year the index 
rose by 4.1 per cent over the period.) 

At the end of April foe index stood 
at 122.9, compared with 120 in 
March. 

The wholesale price index rose by 
1.7 per cent in April, bringing the 
total rise of the Index since foe begin- 
ning of the year to 7.4 per cent. 

The CPI rises reflect price in- 
creases almost across foe board, but 
especially for foodstuffs (2.4 per 
cent), housing (3.1 per cent), and a 
seasonal rise in the price of clothing 
and footwear .(7.5 per cent). The 
prices of vegetables and fruits, on 
foe other hand, decreased by 3.6 per 
cent. 

During May. prices are expected 
to rise faster than during the 
previous four months. This is inpart 
due to the seasonal rise In foe price 
of fruits and vegetables. 


Peres, Begin 
end campaign 

with TV debate

which each outlined for the nation the kind of government he would 
lead.

The questions, which the par- 
ticipants had not seen in advance, 
were spun out by “Yedlot Aharonot" 
correspondent Yesbayahu Ben 
Porat. Begin drew foe first query, 
which asked him to reconcile foe 
Likud’s desire to retain the ad- 
ministered areas with achieving a 
peace settlement with Israel's 
neighbours. 

Instead of giving h direct answer. 
Begin quoted an article Peres had 
written a year ago: “‘We should not 
be lured Into returning to a country 
which ia only 14 or 16 kilometres 
wide.. Jf we do... we will face prac- 
tically insoluble defence 
problems...’ 1 ' 

Turning to the moderator, Begin 
then added that a Palestinian state 
on the West Bank would become the 
major Soviet base in the Middle 
East. Israel as well as the U.S. wish- 
ed to prevent such an eventuality. 

In hie equal-time rebuttal, Perea 
said the Alignment’s readiness for 
territorial compromise is at the least 
"a guarantee to opening peace 
negotiations.' 1 Then, referring to the 
words which his rival had attributed 
to him, Peres said, “I don’t know 
where Menahem got them.” 

“You can be sure of that," Begin 
retorted.

Communications and political ex- 
perts who watched last night's 
debate with a professional eye were 
divided on who "won" or whether 
there had indeed been any victor. 

Dr. Judith Elitzur, lecturer at foe 
Hebrew University’s com- 
munications Institute, told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that 
the show probably drew few sup- 
porters to either side. Rather, she 
said, it only reinforced the existing 
attitudes of party stalwarts. 

"Neither was disgraced, but 
neither was overpowering or ex- 
citing. There was no winner,” she 
said. Election debates can usually 
help an unknown candidate, as oc- 
curred in the Kennedy-Nixon contest 
in 1960. But Peres and Begin are so 
well known, after all. It was deadly 
dull; there was nothing new." 

Begin’s performance appeared to 
contradict the image that his 
propaganda experts had tried to 
cultivate during the campaign: that 
of a moderate, easy-going leader, 
she said. In foe debate he “continual- 
ly attacked the left — which is the 
way he is naturally.” 

But Ephraim Torgovnik, chair- 
man of the political science depart- 
ment at the Tel Aviv University, 
'judged Shimon Peres as a “definite 
winner" of foe debate. 

“Begin was not bad at all," he 
said, but he made a poor impression 
by continually Interrupting and 
demanding more time to rebut 
Peres. "There is no point in answer- 
ing statements made a half-hour 
previously on TV, since it ia a 
medium in which 80 minutes is like 
half a year," he said. 


Flatto sentenced in 1975 
for fraud in bankruptcy

According to photostatic copies of 
judgments by the Tribunal de 
Grande Instance de Paris which The 
Jerusalem Post received yesterday 
from reliable sources in France, 
Samuel Flatto Sharon was found 
guilty and sentenced on January 29, 
1975, to five years’ imprisonment 
and a fine of 38,000 francs for or- 
dinary and fraudulent bankruptcy, 
complicity in breach of confidence, 
misuse of credit and funds, complici- 
ty in foe issuing of cheques without 
cover, and other criminal offences. 

Flatto was sentenced in his 
absence under his former name, 
Samuel "Sammy" Szeyjewicz. 

He is running for foe Knesset on a 
one-man ticket. 

According to foe judgment, the 
most severe of several sentences 
against him, Flatto was Involved in 
fraudulent practices of no less than 
eight different companies which 
were all declared bankrupt or under 
liquidation. Another 20 persons were 
accused in the same trial with Flatto 
and moat of them were given prison 
sentences. 

Hie heaviest penalty was Imposed 
on Flatto and a certain Salomon 
Mayorkis, who also got five years, 
and on Maurice Charles Olbrecht, 
who. got three years. These two 
appear and reappear in the judg- 
ment as close associates of Flatto in 
the operations of the companies in- 
volved. 

According to the judgment, Flatto 
Sharon was arrested as early as Oc- 
tober 2, 1963. and was released on 
bail of 100,000 francs on January 24, 
1964. Four of the others accused with 
him were arrested foe following day 
or later and also released on ball. 
Flatto. Mayorkis and Olbrecht did

The recurrent theme in these 
cases was foe acquisition of com- 
mercially unrelated companies 
which generally had one thing In 
common — they were either under 
bankruptcy or liquidation during

There was no talk 
of moderation or of recognition of 
Israel.

BEIRUT <AP). — Lebanon has 
accepted an “Arab- international 
proposal" that would place a UN 
peace-keeping force in southern 
Lebanon as part of a global Middle 
East settlement, the Lebanese paper 
"Al-Anwar” reported yesterday. 

The paper, which was quoting an 
Arab diplomatic source, said the 
plan was for a demilitarized zone 
along Lebanon’s border with Israel. 


This would replace the 1949 Iatael- 
Le barton armistice agreement. 

Until the "global settlement" was 
reached, the paper added, the situa- 
tion in south Lebanon — where PLO 
terrorists have been battling local 
Christians and others — would be 
frozen. So too. apparently, would the 
Lebanese interpretation of Beirut's 
Cairo agreement with the PLO — 
that the terrorists not operate 
against Israel from south Lebanon.

TEL A VTV (Itlm). — As the election 
campaign roared Into its final 
stretch yesterday political leaders 
speculated on coalition possibilities 
the morning after the elections. 

Alignment campaign chief Haim 
Bar-Lev told newsmen at Belt 
Sokolov here that if the Democratic 
Movement for Change (DMC) "does 
hot accept our plans. .it win not be a 
partner in the coalition." He added 
that the Alignment would prefer to 
hold new elections rather than "bend 
over and make a caricature of our 
election platform." 

Bar-Lev said the Alignment could 
not accept the DMC’s "hardline” ap- 
proach in labour disputes. "Our 
policy is the reasonable approach." 
Be said experience bad shown that 
force cannot be used to. break 
strikes. “During the merchant 
marine officers ’ strikes, port 
workers in Britain announced that 
they would not unload ships arriving 
from Israel if their cargoes were 
loaded by soldiers -called in to break 
the strike," -he said. 

Bar-Lev stressed that there had 
been no discussion inside the Align- 
ment on the possibility of forming a 
coalition with the Likud. But 
"anybody who accepts the principles 
enunciated In the Alignment plat- 
form is a potential coalition 
partner," he added. ‘ 

. la, another news conference. Prof. 
Ylgael Yadin reiterated that the 
DMC did not rule out any party as a 
potential coalition partner. But. he 
said, "it wouId.be very difficult for 
the Likud to accept our conditions on 
foreign affairs and security Issues, 
and It would be very difficult for the 
Alignment to accept our conditions 
on economic policy." 

As for the National Religious Par- 


ty, Yadin indicated, there ware out- 
standing differences of opinion on 
the issue of state and religion. 

Still, the DMC candidate for 
premier expressed optimism, saying 
he did: not believe It would be im- 
possible to form- a coalition after the 
elections. But he stressed that the 
DMC would not compromise on its 
basic platform points. The final deci- 
aion on joining any coalition would 
rest with the party’s council. 

"The DMC did not come into being 
just to join a government," Yadin 
declared, “but to bring about 
.changes in all areas of life. If our 
conditions are not met, we can also 
remain in the opposition." One of 
these ' conditions was electoral 
reform. The DMC would Insist that 
elections be held within two yean on 
the basis of personal-regional elec- 
tions, he said. 

As for himself, Yadin said that he 
did not rule out the possibility of his 
being able to form a government as 
the next prime minister — especially 
if the Alignment and the Likud prove 
unable to form a coalition, 
themselves. 

A third press conference was held 
by Shell! leaders Marti Feled, Meir 
Pa’ii, Uri Avneri, Haim' Bar am and 
Micha Maimon. They promised they 
would support a coalition formed by 
the Alignment 'on one condition — if . 
their votes .were necessary to pre- 
vent a "hawkish’.’

Otte WaUish dies at 71

■Otte Wallish. the man who lettered 
Ivratl'a Declaration of 
Inde£' ei ulence and founded the 
advertising business in Israel, died 
k-Tfei Aviv yesterday. 

Born in Znexn, Czechoslovakia, 71 
years ago, Wallish graduated from 
the Berlin Academy of Arts and 
'Arrived here in 1934. He created new 
dmiensions in graphic arts, first as 
so illustrator for the press and the 
hslional institutions and then as an 
advertiser and founder of the. 
Palestine Advertising Association. 

Otte Wallish used to say of himself 
that he was "the scribe of Israel.” 
There was no other graphic artist 
who has left his mark on so many, of 
the symbols associated with tbe first 
years of . statehood. Among his work 
I* the caligraphy in* the Declaration 
of Independence (now. a museum 
Piece), : the Do*ar Irri stamp series,

Judge blasts city, police for 
not enforcing own laws 


TEL AVTV (Itim) . — A municipal 
magistrate yesterday called the 
failure of the city authorities to en- 
force their own business licensing 
laws in Kikar Atarlm (Namir 
Square) “an unparalleled public 
scandal.” 

Judge Eliezer Cohen made this 
comment after hearing an applica- 
tion by the owners of the Peacock 
nightclub to.annul an administrative 
B closure order issued by Mayor 
■ Shlomo Lahat. The judge upheld the 


dance club which lacked proper safe- 
ty facilities and that, moreover, a 
large number of its employees had a 
criminal past. When pressed by the 
judge to clarity the allegation about 
the employees, the officer said the 
documentation was not in his posses- 
sion. 

Judge Cohen at this paint inter- 
jected that the police bad no rights to 
make such “fuzzy allegations” 
without submitting “full and clear 
details.” He added that many other

New television line-up to feature 
more local programmes, controversy

Hie new TV menu beginning in 
July will include a bigger serving of 
locally made documentaries and 
drama, more confrontations and 
debates of controversial topics, and 
a continuing diet of "All In the 
Family” and “That’s My Secret.” 

This was revealed yesterday as 
the Broadcasting Authority's board 
of directors considered an outline of 
the new video season. 

Authority director-general 
Yitzhak Livni promised that the 
quality of Israel-produced shows 
would improve with the 1077/78 
schedule and take a greater percen- 
tage of air time at the expense of im- 
ported programmes. 

“Alei Roteret,” the controversial 
live weekly talk show hosted by 
Yaron London, will be expanded to 
three broadcasts a week. Sometimes 
It will be taken up by one long inter- 
view (as in London's previous show. 
“Tandu"), and occasion ally by dis- 
cussion 'from various angles of one 
theme. Livni disclosed that the show 
may also be presented by stars other 
than. London. 


A new show called " GalgalHozer ” 
(“Returning Cycle") will include 
debates on topics ‘such as "Uganda 
vs. Eretz Yisrael" and “Yiddish vs. 
Hebrew.” 

TV viewers will also be treated to a 
series of documentaries, which will 
be devoted to dissecting the "quality 
of life” and “workers" in IsraeL 

A documentary series called 
YLehem Euki” ("My Daily Bread”) 
is also scheduled, with “bugging" 
and the publication of the names of 
criminal suspects to be discussed. 
“Multivisia" is the name of a 
programme dedicated to “culture 
and the humanities from the view- 
point of TV." 

Yitzhak Shimoni, who has just 
completed a two-year stint as host of 
"Treasure Hunt,” will soon start a 
new TV game in which viewers will 
offer to be tested on fields of their 
own expertise. 

Due to their great popularity, as 
shown in recent surveys. "All in tbe 


Family." "Kojak,” and "That'a My 
Secret" will return in the new 
season. 

TV director Arnon Zuckerman 
complained that “a lack of man-: 
power and funds’* has caused ■ 
cancellations or delays of various 
“high-quality programmes.'" An -In- ■ 
depth view of Zionism, which had .. 
been planned for broadcast .in 
honour of Israel's 30th Independence 
Day next year, will not be ready in 
time, he said. 

Authority chairman Walter Eytan 
suggested more light entertainment 
and comedy in view of the serious 
mood that has taken hold of Israelis.

Israelis, Briton 
held for LSD 
distribution 

TEL AVIV (Itim). — An Israeli 
woman resident in England, a 
British tourist and an Israeli from 
Afeka suspected of distrib uting large 
quantities of LSD (an halluclgenlc 
drug) in Israel were remanded 
yesterday for 15 days each. 

Police told a Tel Aviv magistrate 
that the woman, Anna Rosen. 23, and 
the tourist, Thomas Michael, bad 
sold an undercover policeman pos- 
ing as a pusher 200 tablets of the 
drug. 

Police said that two months ago 
they had received information that a 
large quantity of LSD — a drug that 
had disappeared from the Israeli 
market two years ago — had 
appeared on the streets. Police were 
told to call a certain number, ask to 
buy LSD and say that "Yoram sent 
me." Police did not at this time know 
the name of the third suspect, 
Yoram Lonai, 21. 

Hie police said they called the 
number and made a deal with Anna 
Rosen to buy 200 tablets of the drug 
and named a place at which the tran- 
saction was to take place. According 
to the police Rosen turned up at the 
meeting with Thomas Michael and 
200 tablets of LSD. They were 
arrested. 

Later police searched the flat 
Rosen and Michael had rented in Bat 
Yam and said they found an ad- 
ditional 177 tablets of the drug. 

Yoram Lonai was arrested when 
he came to the police station to in- 
quire about the arrested suspects. 
Police say he masterminded the sale 
of the drug. His attorney claimed he 
was innocent and cited the fact that 
he came to tbe police station of his 
own free will. 

Police said that the three are 
suspected of distributing the drug 
mainly in Tel Aviv and Neviot 
(Nueiba). 

Rosen and Michael’s attorney said 
her clients are cooperating with the 
police. According to the attorney 
they have admitted they smuggled 
the LSD into Israel but said they had 
brought only the amount of drugs 
police found. 

Police dispute this version and say 
the suspects smuggled “many hun- 
dreds" of LSD tablets into the coun- 
try. 

A British Embassy spokesman said 
he did not know about Michael's 
arrest and added that embassy of- 
ficials do not have access to 
detainees until after they are charg- 
ed. 


Half -million pound 
hashish cache 

Police seized half a million pounds 
worth of hashish early yesterday 
morning in the A-Tur quarter of East 
Jerusalem. The three kg. of drugs 
were located by a police tracker dog 
in a house occupied by a 28tyear-old 
Arab and in the garden around it. He 
has been arrested. 

In Ashkelon, seven of -the nine 
suspects arrested at the end of last 
week in connection with the seizure 
of 10 kg. of hashish were remanded 
by the magistrate's court for another 
15 days. The hashish, packed in 51 
sacks, was valued at IL1.5 m. 

Police accused the suspects of hav- 
ing kidnapped a Khan Tunis resi- 
dent, brought him to a citrus grove 
at Beit Dagon, and threatened to kill 
him if he did not supply them with 
IL80.000 worth of hashish. All seven 
denied the charge of kidnapping.

• The other day my phone went and 
somebody asked; 

v'Pleaso, could you tell me who to 
Vote tor?" ' 

"HW said I. “hadn’t you better 
ask your conscience? ’* 

“Yeah,” said the naan, “but I 
haven’t got a TV set.” 

It looks as if my caller belonged to 
that vast majority of Israelis who 
still haven't made up .their minds 
who not to vote against, and I doubt 
they're any wiser if they have TV. 
All the parties had these gorgeous 
announcers, and they all offered 
peace, financial stab and bridging 
the social whatsit. 

Looking back on it, though, you're 
forced to the conclusion that it's 
probably not the level of our political 
campaigning that has gone down, 
but that it's adapted itself to the 
overall quality of our entertainment. 

Who's to blame? If you happ ened 
to remark upon some of the worst 
vulgarities to our leaders, they'd just 
shrug and say: "Personally I’ve 
always disapproved of this sort of 
thing, but...” 

But they want power. And only the 
mob can give them that. Come to 
-think of it, we’ve seen worse : not so 
long ago they used to kill one another 
to get to the top, nowadays they only 
publish these embarrassing 
snapshots of each other, which is so 
much more civilised — a circus In- 
stead of a carnage. 

What spoils It for us a bit Is that 
we've never before had an election 
with such poor prospects, and with 
such tough times ahead. There's this 
new President over the ocean, and 
be has a bonny smile and plenty of 
Jewish advisers, more’s the pity, 
and he’s quite determined to get us 
back to recognized and attackable 
borders under the protection of Boli- 
vian troops. MeanwhOe our Jews 
here go on fighting each other as if 
we'd got peace already. At a time 
like this we need a strong govern- 
ment the way we never have before 
— and a strong government. Is just 
what these elections won't get us. 

The Alignment, we know, won’t 
play with the Likud; the DMC 
doesn’t square with the NRP — and 
that's about it, no way to arrive at 
the saving 61, even if you scratch up 
a few crumbs here and there. So our 
leaders have simply stopped toting 
up figures, and instead they're try- 
ing to guess who'll- split away from 


whom after-tomorrow. The Liberals! 
from the Likud? Mapanr from the 
Alignment? The Free Centre from ... 
the DMC? Tweedledee from 
Tweedledum? Arid the reason fa r 
this guessing game is that the only, 
way they'll ever be able to form a 
new government is by br eaking up' 

' the parties. * 

It follows there's no telling who'll 

be our next Ministers— that's if you 
count out the DMC who, if we read 
the signs rightly .will probably be in- 
cluded In any government we shal l 
get. " 1 

Because that, again, u one of those 
delusions of democracy: the position 
of the scales may change with every 
passing wind, but. the needle stays 
fast in the middle. Oddly enough, you 
Could almost say that going for one 
of the big parties will be a waste of 
your vote. • 

One thing seems clear, then. 
Whether the Likud has managed to 
convince the little voter that: the 
Alignment is still One Force; or he’a 
watched the Alignment forecast of 
Likud soldiers hitting strikers in file 
vital services over the head, so - he 
decides to support the Likud — 
.whichever way ft turns out, the DMC 
will b e the k$y to what happens after 
these elections. 

It’s not just by pure fluke that they 
won this. crucial position. The DMC 
are actually a protest movement — 
the only one. that came into being in 
the wake of the YomKIppur War and 
survived. It wasn’t set up . by 
frustrated party politicians, not by 
Army officers in a brief burst of 
fury, .nor by any plain blundering 
citicens — but by prominent, and 
mostly apolitical personalities. It 
was set up by professors, directors- 
general, and Industrialists, each' ' 
with considerable achievements in 
bis fields, 'who for some 'reason 
decided that they wanted a hand In 
the shaping of their own destiny- 

Writers and other highbrow 
chatterers, yours truly included, 
who are ever ready with their 
criticism but aren’t so eager to pull 
up their sleeves themselves, must 
respect those men for doing It In 
their stead. God knows If they'll be . 
rewarded for it,- but so much is cer- 
tain: the DMC was the only party in 
this campaign that could afford to 
come out with the pictures of its six 
top candidates. 

We assume that when ft comes to 
the crunch, the DMC won’t have the 


decisive say in -national affairs, but 
they'll have something smaller, if 
possibly more important: the veto. If 
they pick up enough votes from the 
T^ viewera, they may well be strong 

- enough for one thing: to force the 
Aifg&xnent and the Likud to form a 
government of national unity 
ic&h&tt them — or else to change the 
system with them and switch to per- 
sonal elections instead of the old Bell- 
ing of pigs tn pokes. 

A national coalition cabinet, which 
seezhs Hke the natural tefwg la our 
situation, would 1 demand territorial 
concessions from both sides: the 
Alignment wlD have to give up seats, 
-the Likud — principles. The trouble 
■ ‘ Is, they're both not an-inc hers. What 
_ remains la the other solution: per- 
' sonai elections In two years. Good? 
Bad? 

Both the big parties whose fate 
may be deckled by tee DMC are 
headed by leaders personally worthy 
of respect, and they both read books 
In their free time too. We'd like to 
* hppe that both have a clear view of 
this country's real problems, the 
fearful problems that cry- out for a' 
firm, stable . governmeht, different 
from Its predecessor, and ready to 
tell this people the bitter truth: that 
our oh-so-znoderate neighbours are 
watching us like hawks; and that 
what they see is three million people 
having to repay a debt of ILLOQm. a 
day; a rising crime rate, due to 

- educational blunders and the lack of 
a central authority; a state of things 
Where “honest” and “work” are 
words that don't go together*, a peo- 
ple of ancient wisdom that Is turning 
into an ignorant mob; an immigrant 
country without immigration, and 
half the cabs of New York being 
driven hy Israelis legally shirking 
their Reserve duty. It's a terrible 
Hst- 

And a terrible load. We can only 
free ourselves from it by blood, 
sweat and tears, as someone once 
said in a similar situation. 

It we should ever have a 
leadership that would dare offer its 
voters the hard facts instead of star 
parades and comic strips, maybe ; 
we'll get what wfe need so badly: a ' 
strong government capable of taking 
decisions, making demands, and 
meting out punishment.

Within the French Zionist spectrum. Labour enjoys 
the biggest appeal. Its leaders exploit an emotional 
heritage harking back to David Ben-Gurion and Golds 
Meir to enlist support. 

Mapam'a support in France is basically ideological 
with a following recruited among Intellectuals and un- 
iversity teachers. Mlzrachi (NRP) is an increasingly 
popular political force because of the strong trend 
among French Jews to return to their religious 
heritage. 

The General Zionists in France are linked to Likud's 
Liberal wing. Herat campaigns vigorously on behalf of 
Soviet Jewry. 

But among young French Jews there is increasing 
disillusion with the injection of the Israeli party system 
into the Zionist movement hare. They argue that the 
result is sclerosis and stagnation. They demand the 
right to join in Sonist activities without committing 
themselves to a political allegiance. 

France's Jews are much more Interested In the 
French election campaign than in Israel's. The Jewish 
vote is playing an increasing role at the polls here. The 
government is aware that the 700,000 Jews living in 
France will be a major factor in the legislative elections 
next March.

Ex-policemen 
still occupy 
cheap flats

The police look after their own — 
even long after they have left the 
force. 

This emerges from the State 
Comptroller's follow-up of earlier 
reports on police housing, in order to 
encourage men to Join up, the Police- 
Ministry provides housing for token 
payment, but many families con- 
tinued to occupy such flats years 
after the men were no longer 
policemen. 

This was reported by the Comp- 
troller last year, but the situation 
has remained unchanged, hla 
current report says. 

Nor were other failings in the 
same area corrected. Some ex- 
pollcemen had even stopped making 
the token payments for the U9e of the 
flats when they left the force. 

In other cases, police-owned flats 
stayed empty for years, gradually 
falling into disrepair, despite the 
considerable Investment which these 
homes constituted. Putting them 
beck into shape will now involve a 
great dead of money the Comptroller 
said. 

The bulk of the Comptroller’ e in- 
vestigation of the police this year 
concerned its role of guarding the 
public against terrorist attack. This 
job was entrusted to the police In 
1974. 

The Comptroller examined securi- 
ty arrangements along the coasts 
and at the airports, in Jerusalem and 
at Ash dad Port. He also checked on 
the training and organization of the 
Civil Guard. However, the results of 
these investigations were not 
published, presumably for security 
considerations. 

Tie Comptroller did, on the other 
hand, report on his observations of 
Neve Tiria prison for women, where 
he found that for the most part, dis- 
cipline and social conditions were in 
order. However, little was being 
done to prepare the inmates for life 
outside of prison walls. A sewing in- 
structor was employed but the in- 
struction was insufficient to qualify 
the women for a Labour Ministry 
certificate in this field. There are 
facilities in the prison to teach hair- 
dressing. but no instruction was 
given. 

The inmates are paid wages 
which, at the time of the survey, 
ranged from IL.70 to IL2.88& day. In 
another part of his report the Comp- 
troller notes that the law provides, 
and it is generally accepted 
throughout the world, that prisoners 
should be paid at the rate generally 
accepted in the labour market. 

According to the Prisons Com- 
missioner, the Police Ministry has 
not yet agreed to a radical change in 
the pay scale. Such a change could 
only come, the Commissioner notes, 
with the introduction of productive 
labour into the prisons. Such 
workshops are only to be found In 
Ramie prison, where , the workers 
receive IL2 to IL7 a day. ' ' - • 

Among the problems in this 
respect is the fact that productivity 
has remained below 15 per cent of 
that outside the prison. However, a 
check with the prison psychiatrist in- 
dicated that there has never been a 
study of the relation between incen- 
tive payments and productivity In 
the prisons. 


Textile plant 
guard murdered 
in Ashkelon 

ASHKELON (ttlmi . — Gershon 
Papiazhvilli, a guard at the Yomar 
plant In the new industrial zone south 
of Ashkelon, was murdered, ap- 
parently by robbers, late Friday 
night. He was found dead by 
workmen from the Gaza Strip. Hla 
body was tied hand and foot, blood on 
his face and signs of having been 
struck on the head. 

From the plant, which Is a sub- 
sidiary of Argaman, were missing 
150 bolts of raw cloth, valued at 
about 1L500.000. Tire marks of the 
robbers’ vehicle were also dis- 
covered. 

Police have opened an extensive 
Investigation. 

In a burglary at the plant two 
weeks ago, ILJ 00,000 worth of un- 
finished cloth was stolen. 

The plant is in a totally Isolated 
area, 15 tans, from the Gaza Strip, 
and has no burglar alarm. Tie lone 
watchman on duty has no facilities 
for calling the police, I7ie Jerusalem 
Post learned.

Employees set funding 
for own institutions

The Slate Comptroller's investiga- 
tion of the Religious Affairs Ministry 
unearthed conflicts of Interest fay 
two employees, which resulted in 
their resignation from yeshiva 
boards of directors. 

The two unnamed staffers were 
responsible for setting the amounts 
of financial support that the Ministry 
allocates to Tara Institutions. The 
comptroller found that, contrary to 
civil service regulations, the two 
men were simultaneously members 
of the boards of several yeshivot that 
received Ministry funding. 

The Ministry allocated IL109m. in 
the 1976 fiscal year in its regular and 
development budgets for yeshivot 
and Tora institutions of alt kinds: 
yeshiva high schools, vocational 
yeshivot. hesder yeshivot (where 
army service is combined with 
Talmud study), post-high school 
yeshivot and kollelim (advanced 
study . for married students who go 
on for teaching, the rabbinate and 
rabbinical courts.! Except for 
header schools, the subsidies ac- 
count for about one-tenth of their an- 
nual expenses. 

The size of the subsidy depends on 
the number of students. But the com- 
ptroller found that the Ministry was 
lax in demanding and keeping 
records of the student bodies. 

The Ministry failed to keep ade- 
quate records of how the yeshivot 
spent foreign contributions that the

government matched equally with 
subsidies. It also neglected to for- 
mulate criteria for what constitutes 
a proper "Tora research Institution” 
and to demand regular financial 
reports from those it approved. 

The comptroller faulted the 
Ministry’s supervision of restoration 
work at the Western Wall In 
Jerusalem, with which it was charg- 
ed by the 1967 law on preservation of 
the holy places. A planner who was 
asked by the Ministry to design a 
lighting system for the Wall area In 
196S presented his hill according to 
his own calculations and not based 
on a rate agreed upon with the 
Ministry. But the Ministry paid the 

bill anyway. 

When, two years later, the 
Ministry sought a contractor to 
maintain the lights, it accepted a 
firm recommended by the planner, 
even though its bid was higher than 
others answering the tender. The 
Ministry failed to sign a contract 
with the firm, which, in turn, did 
work that it had not been requested 
to do and at a price higher than ithad 
stipulated in the tender.

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Africa unpredictable — but U.S. is pleased

WASHINGTON. — African strategy is turning into a “loose cannon hall" for 
policy-makers in the Kremlin as well as in the Carter Administration, as old 
patterns of alignment collapse. 

The African continent is now the most volatile, unpredictable region of the 
world, American specialists agreed In recent Interviews. 

For the moment. Carter Administration strategists are quite pleased with 
themselves over the most recent flip-flop of developments, especially in Zaire. 
An American “low profile paid off In Zaire." one U.S. planner said with 
satisfaction, as other nations — notably France and Morocco — picked up the 
burden of repelling a numerically small but potent challenge to the survival of 
that extremely fragile, pro-western nation. 

Zaire is "by no means over the bump. All the old problems are still 
there, "said one American official, "but it is still Intact-" 

Even the eviction order served two weeks ago on the bulk of the American 
diplomatic and military establishment in Ethiopia caused no great dismay in 
official Washington. 

If Carter Administration strategists are light, recently Marxist Ethiopia, an 
old enemy of Soviet client Somalia, will turn into more of "a basket case" than 
a geopolitical asset for ita new friends in the Kre mlin . 

Suddenly, it Is the Soviet Union that is sounding more alarmed than the U.S. 
about Africa, where Soviet policy had been riding the crest of "wars of 
national liberation" in recent years. 

The Soviet Union is registering concern for the newest pro-Marxist state In 
sub-Saharan Africa. Angola. 

The Kremlin claims that the 1,800 Moroccan troops and French military ad- 
visers brought In to stiffen Ineffective Zaire troops against the "Katanga gen- 
darmes" who crossed over from Angola on March 8, now represent “a real 


Young’s visit to 
S. Africa ‘is on’ 


LISBON. — U.S. Vice-President 
Walter Mondale said yesterday that 
Ambassador Andrew Young's visit 
to South Africa Is "definitely on" and 
that arrangements for the visit were 
"moving ahead." 

A black aide of the UN am- 
bassador said that Young would not 
visit South Africa as “an honorary 
white or a coloured," and would ex- 
pect to be received as a cabinet of- 
ficer of the U.S. government.

Vance meets 
Warlike after 
Teheran visit 

GENEVA (UPI). — U.S. Secretary 
of State Qyrus Vance met with his 
chief arms negotiator, Paul Warlike, 
in a brief stopover yesterday before 
boarding a commercial flight for 
New Yorkr 

He returns here next Wednesday 
to confer with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko on the 
deadlocked strategic arms limita- 
tion talks (SALT) and the Middle 
East.

Yesterday Mondale met with 
Young to discuss the tougher 
American policy over the problems 
of southern Africa. No details were 
given on the talks, but earlier Mon- 
dale told reporters travelling with 
him en route to Lisbon that he would 
press Vorster at their meeting in 
Vienna to give "full participation” 
for blacks in South Africa's affairs, 
as well as to support moves for free 
elections In Rhodesia by the end of 
next year. 

Mondale said he would "listen a 
lot" when he meets Vorster. but he 
made it clear that the U.S. would 
seek to bring about a major change 
in South African racial policies con- 
cerning Rhodesia, Namibia (South 
West Africa), and South Africa 
itself.

"If Egypt embarked on a military venture against Libya," the Soviet Union 
has said with mounting apprehension, “this would lead to a new and serious 
degree of tension In the Middle East, the Mediterranean and Africa." Above 
all, the Soviet Union has told Arab nations, “A new military dash among 
Arabs la the Arab world... would divert their attention from the m a in task — 
that is, the struggle to eli mina te the effects of Israeli aggression." 

Soviet power and Influence, meanwhile, remain predominant in the 
strategic Horn of Africa, astride the shipping lane to the Red Sea. Throughout 
the continent the Soviet Union is the prime arms supplier to the nationalist 
guerrillas who seek majority rule through violence In Rhodesia, Namibia, -and 
the former Spanish Sahara, among others. 

American strategists, nevertheless, at least fleetlngly are Indulging the 
belief that the combination of factors which suddenly converged "t^ keep 
Zaire from going down the drain" holds promise for the future in Africa. . 

African moderate nations, Arab moderates, plus France, Belgium and West 
Germany found common Interest with the U.S. -in keeping afloat the regime of 
Zaire President Mobutu Sese Seko. 

There Is widespread belief, or suspicion, that the U.S. "masterminded" the 
strategy. "In fact," said one senior U.S. planner, “nobody masterminded it, 
because no one nation controlled what was happening." 

At any rate, the Zaire conflict did not become polarized into a major proxy 
war of the superpowers, the U.S. and the Soviet Union.

You can't do that 
any more." 

In propaganda terms the Soviet Union was left on the defensive, , angrily 
denying that it or Cuba was supporting "an invasion" of Zaire and bitterly 
protesting that, Instead, the "Imperialist monopolies,” hungering for Zaire, 
"a country of colossal natural resources." were suppressing "a popular up- 
rising."

Soviets want ‘Horn of Africa’ to federate under their wing 


BEIRUT (Reuter). •— The Kremlin 
has pledged military and economic 
backing for a proposed confedera- 
tion of states and territories which 
would establish Soviet dominance in 
the strategic Horn of Africa, accor- 
ding to. an Arabic- language news 
magazine received here yesterday. 

The Paris-based “Arab and Inter- 
national An-N&har" quoted in- 
formed diplomatic sources as saying 
the Soviet Union had proposed a con- 
federation grouping Ethiopia, 
Somalia. Djibouti and Ethiopia's 
Red Sea province of Eritrea. 

The magazine reported that the 
plan had been put forward, at the 
request of Soviet President Nikolai 
Podgomy, by Cuban leader Fidel 
Castro during his recent tour ' of 
Africa. The proposal was now being 
considered “by the appropriate 


authorities," “An-Nahar” said. 

It added the Soviet plan provided 
for Eritrea to become an 
autonomous region within the 
proposed federation rather than an 
independent state. Eritrean 
guerrillas fighting for the. in- 
dependence of the province have 
claimed major military successes 
against the Ethiopian army in recent 
months. 

•Djibouti, capital of the French 
territory of the Afars and Iasas — 
due to become independent from 
France next month — would be part 
of the confederation, “An-Nahar" 
reported. 

The leader of the ruling Ethiopian 
military council.

America's UN ambassador, An- 
drew Young; will arrive by special 
aircraft tonight. It was Young's deci- 
sion to attend which turned this 
somewhat obscure meeting into a 
major event of the southern Africa 
calendar.

Rowlands also signalled his intention 
of attending, creating a political 
storm In London.

New German film about rumoured passion 

Spoof of Adolf’s love for Marlene

BONN. — The trend in West Germany to popular books, 
movies and magazines dealing with the Nazi period has 
taken a new twist with the release of a 90-minute far- 
cical film on Hitler’s love life. 

So far, the Germans' curiosity about their recent past 
has produced both scholarly studies and trivial sen- 
sationalism. Generally, even the more commercial ven- 
tures have sought to maintain a semblance of historical 
balance. 

The newest film, “Adolf and Marlene,” directed by 
Ulll Lommel, drops any pretence at seriousness and 
presents Hitler as a rather absurdly comical half -image 
of the dictator and mass-murderer he was. 

Lommel has woven his plot around an unproved 
rumour — that Hitler was. uninterested in his mistress 
Eva Braun but was head-over-heels in love with actress 
Marlene Dietrich, who fled Nazi Germany and received 
U.S. citizenship In 1939. 

According to this version, Hitler's Propaganda 
Minister Josef Goebbels wanted to retrieve Mias 
Dietrich from London, where she lived for a time, and 
bring her back to Germany as a consort for the 
Fuehrer. 

Neither the name "Hitler" nor "Dietrich" is men- 
tioned In the movie, but the actress's Paris lawyers 


threatened legal steps against the film earlier this year 
unless the title was changed. Lpmmel simply altered a 
few scenes (he suggested they would be even more in- 
sulting to Miss Dietrich than before) and released the 
production to the public. 

Admittedly, this story of Adolf’s unhappy romance 
with Marlene is meant to be a spoof. Lommel grabs up 
all the old cliches about Hitler, from his doting admira- 
tion for Wagnerian music to his relish for sahnetorte. 
turning them into a string of gags after the motto 
"anything for a laugh." 

“There ore of course a few funny feet of film In the 
picture. But they are worth at best 10 minutes of televi- 
sion cabaret, not a full-length cinema production," 
commented West German Jewry's “Allgemeine 
Zeitung." 

The country's respected news magazine “Der 
Spiegel" agreed: "Lommel wanted satire in the 
manner of Charlie Chaplin or Mel Brooks, but he lacks 
the moral impulse of the one and the abstruse imagina- 
tion of the other... He clowns his way unconcernedly and 
unscrupulously through the anecdotal mythology of the 
Third Reich." 

Nazism, however, was no joke, as the “Allgemeine 
Zeitung” notes. “As a clown or a paper hanger. Hitler 
would not have been very dangerous. He chose Instead 
to become a politician... LommeJ's film forgets that 
comedy should never be irresponsible."

Health fanatic 
Barbara Moore 
dies at 73 

LONDON (AP). — Dr. Barbara 
Moore, the Russian-born health 
fanatic who became the first woman 
to walk the ^,000 'miles from San 
Francisco to New York, has died In a 
London hospital. She was 73. 

A celebrated figure of the 1960s 
whose track-suited and head-scarfed 
figure battled through snow, wind 
and rain to publicize her theories. 
Dr. Moore died Friday in anonymity, 
a pathetic, starving woman. 

Her death was reported by Terry 
Lyons, a government health official 
and one of Dr. Moore’s few friends. 

"She had so changed that nobody 
recognized her. She wasn't the 
strong, belligerent woman she had 
been," said Lyons. “After years of 
losing in the courts, she had finally 
lost all faith In British justice and 
decided she was going to die." 

A. vegetarian who once claimed 
she would have a baby when she was 
200 and live on to 150, Dr. Moore died 
at St. Giles Hospital in South London, 
where she bad been admitted 24 
hours earlier under a false name to 
escape attention. 

Her death followed a long series of 
legal battles In the Ekigllsh courts 
which left her bankrupt and dis- 
pirited. 

Tb wards the end, the woman who 
had walked the length of Britain — 
from John O' Groats to Land's End 
on a diet of honey, fruit and 
vegetable juice — refused to eat 
anything at all, Lyons said.

We followed the fighting by 
asking our patients where they had 
been wounded. When a soldier 
waiting to enter the emergency room 
answered, “The Old City.” we 
became silent and stared at him 2y- 
. tag In the corridor as if he had an* 
~ nounced that he had been to the cen- 
tre of the earth. For he had. At least 
to the spiritual if not the geological 
■ centre. and.I felt that I hnri a 

draft that had conscripted Jews to 
fight for Jerusalem. 

So, of course, in celebration I 
returned to the U.S.. because it is a 
family tradition to commemorate a 
successful dodge by travelling great 
distances. It was not entirely 
successful for'another familial tradi- 
tion did me in. My Litvak grand- 
mother’s first English words were, 
“Remember the Maine, to Roll with 
Spain.” My mother marched for the 
Lincoln Brigade, and my wife, alas. 
Is a Zionist. Honouring her more 
than 'myself, we accepted an offer to 
look after our friends’ house and 
children in the Jewish Quarter.- This 
was between the eighth and ninth an- 
nlversaries. of Jerusalem’s 
reunification and my more personal 
anniversary of epiphanous identity. 
Still, there are limits, and the Jewish 
Quarter, small, well defined, and 
possessing very distinct boundaries, 
is hell on limits, as. say, someplace 
like the centre of the earth. 

THE PAST has limits: Our 
neighbours were excavating a 
private gallery under our street. I 
sought an invitation if for no other 
reason than to see where the house 
would fall If It all collapsed. He show- 
ed me rooms, cisterns and a mikveh 
(ritual bath), all part of a J ewis h 
mansion whose occupants had stroll- 
ed over to the Second Temple for 
worship — ah. yes, it had always 
been an exclusive area. And then he 
pointed out the line of ash that had 
destroyed the Temple, Jerusalem, 
and Jewish sovereignty in 70 C.E. I 
saw the long dead line of ash and felt 
it burn again as it seared my mind. 
This was the place. This was the con- 
flagration. These were the ashes.

There was fire at Mount Sinai. No 
one knows where Mount S ina i is. We 
know what happened there; that is 
sufficient. Auschwitz, whose location 
is known for the moment, is already 
without ashes. The last remnant of 
Warsaw’s ghetto wall has already 
been dismantled. Bat this was and Is 
the place: here It happened, here the 
ashes remain — small mournful par- 
ticles. Kaddish in the earth. From 
afar every Jew can mourn 
Jerusalem; perhaps here in 
Jerusalem we can comfort her. 

THE PRESENT baa limits: The bus 
stop by the Western Wall on a winter 
night. After a day of rata, the clouds 
themselves had decided to follow 
their drops and to descend to 
Jerusalem. It wasn’t so cold, but the 
mist was outrageous. The entire 
world seemed to drip. The stones 
dripped, one’s breath dripped, the 
undersides of umbrellas dripped. 
Quietly waiting for the bus, we heard 
a soft, plaintive cry. We were drawn 
toward it. Behind the chain-link 
fence of the Wall excavations 
shivered a small puppy, abandoned 
and lost. We murmured that it was a 
pity we continued to stare at It. A 

Hassid — no youngster, gray hair 
and beard, legs that were beginning 
to shuffle as he walked — on his way 
from the Wall passed the guard post 
and asked us what was wrong. 
Someone pointed to the puppy. 
Without saying a word, he turned to 
me and handed me his umbrella. He 
proceeded to clamber up the chain- 
link fence. His plastic hat cover did 
not fit the contour of his wide- 
brimmed hat — an anthropoid 
mushroom pulling and pushing on 
the dripping metal rims of the dia- 
mond spaces. When Ms foot touched, 
earthly Jerusalem again, he picked 
up the puppy and handed it out to a 
healthy young Border Policeman. 
The Hassid climbed back and 
stumbled as he Mt the ground and 
reclaimed his umbrella.

("All honour”). “Kavod (honour)

THE CARNATION (Tsiporen in 
Hebrew -and Dianthus in latln) is one 
of the oldest flowers on the European 
continent. The Greek pMlosoph er 
and botanist Theophrastus men- 
tioned this wild plant as early as 300 
B.C. and called it “divine flower” for 
its sweet fragrance. 

According to Domenico Aicartty 
the most famous Italian carnation 
grower, our common cultivated car- 
nation originates from the crossing 
of two European wild flowers, 
dianthus caryophyRus (caryon — 
nut and phyUon — leaf) found in 
Oeece, Israel and other Mediterra- 
nean countries and dianthus 
fruticosus, the -shrubby wild flower 
from Crete. 

The' first- growers andcultlyatora 
ofrcinteitoffiftNBte Europeari^mbteka- 
at the beginning of the 3J?th pentury. : 
The Italian- ^Medici fafetfly 'also . 
cultivated them. During the last 50 
years the beauty of new colour, com- 
binations have added to the attrac- 
tions of this flower, aside from its 
fragrance, tall strong stem, which 
aids the flower arranger, and its long 
life when cut. 

The carnation is one of those pep-

ular old flowers in which every gar- 
den lover delights, but it Js by no 
means old-fashioned. New varieties 
appear every season. 

Planting. The best time to plant Is 
in the late summer or early autumn, 
but preparations must be made In- 
May or early Jpne. There are three 
ways to plant carnations, by seeds, 
by cuttings and by stem-layerings. 
All will result in 'flower the following ! 
sprfrg nr. summer. "7, i 

Raising carnations from ' seeds. 
There is still time fo aOw' carnatlonis ' 
in seed boxes (especially in the hilly 
regions). Sow thinly and barely 
cover the little black seeds with (1- 
1% cm) light sandy soil. At night 
cover the box with glass or a-' 
transparent plastic sheet. Keep the 
soil moist. To 'stimulate germina- 
tion, cover the seed box during the 


day with a dark cover (black nylon 
sheet). Remove this with the first 
signs of germination. 

Wdfen the plants are big enough (8- 

10cm. high), transplant them into 
small tins or flower pots: only when 
they are well rooted in these small 
containers will they be ready to go 
outdoors, about 30-40cin. apart. The 
ground should be deeply dug. and if 
it is a heavy soil (day, or. red soil) 
add se me lime- rubbl e- (fr o in -a- 
building site in the viefzrifjO orsdme' 
sand and wood ashes. 

Propagation by cuttings. Take cut- 
tings as you would from geraniums, 
roses, chrysanthemums or other ac- 
tively growing plants. Take a shoot, 
insert it Into the soil and allow it to 
take root. In proper conditions, cut- 
tings root readily and produce large 
plants more quickly than do seeds. 


A half -ripe shoot (no flower buds ) 
about 15cm In length is the best to 
use. There should be at least three 
nodes (thick points where leaves are 
present or may be borne) on the 
stem. Remove the foliage from 
about two-thirds of the stem wMch is 
cut. using a sharp knife, and plant 
the cleared part beneath the soil sur- 
face. The substances for producing 
roots .are. concentrated in the nodes. 
-~A bo ac fi lled with dean -sand or 
sterile .vermlcullte serves as a good 
rooting 1 medium. Most carnation cut- 
tings need several weeks (longer 
during cold weather) to produce 
roots; hormone rooting powder (or 
liquid) is available, in some seed 
■ shops and stimulates the cuttings 
and shortens the rooting time. The 
cuttings should be watered carefully 
with a water can and protected

against sunshine that is too strong. 
The soil should be kept moist, but 
never be too wet. A humid at- 
mosphere Is desirable and can be 
maintained by a sheet of 
polyethylene (nylon) tied to the 
wooden frame structure. . When 
several new leaves appear, the cut- 
ting has become a plant (with roots) 
and may be transplanted to a tin, 
flower pot. balcony container, hang- 
ing basket or straight into a flower 
bed. It will take another week until 
the new plants establish themselves. 
Light syringing will keep them from 
wilting. 

• Layering. You can propagate car- 
nations by layering if your n eighbour 
or friend has some well-established 
and beautiful flowering carnations in 
a garden with enough- space in 
between them to bend some of the 
stems down to get new layer plants. 
And this is the way to do the 
layering: First, choose one of the 
longer shoots and fork up the soil 
around the mother plant to ease the 
insertion of the stem. 

Second, make a slit half-way 
through the stem to be bent ( use a 
razor blade). The slit should pass 
through the joint (the node). Bend 
the stem slowly and carefully down 
onto the soil. (Do not remove it from 
the plant!) Anchor this horizontal 
stem by a wire peg or hairpin and 
keep It completely covered by sandy 
soil. In a few weeks the layering will 
produce roots and may be removed 
from the mother plant and serve as a 
new carnation plant. 

Summer cultivation. Carnations 
grow intensively - during May and 
June and must be staked: without 
support from sticks, strings or wires, 
the plants would bend and be spoiled. 
They need only a little addition of 
superphosphate (some liquid 
manure would be beneficial from 
tim e to time). Frequent hoeing is 
valuable, not only to destroy weeds, 
but to keep the surface soil loose for 
aeration. Attention should be paid to 
eliminating some side sprouts and 
top buds. It is better to get a 
moderate number of larger flowers 
than a large number of inferior 
quality. The buds on top produce the 
best flowers, remove all smaller 
buds below them at an early stage. 

Kinds of carnations popular in 
Israel. Since 1800, carnations have 
been cultivated in the U.S.. which 40 
years ago produced the so-called 
American carnation with very 
strong stems but with less scent. 
They have been in this country for 
about 35 years. Very popular also is 
the fragrant Ch abeau carnation with 
many colour variations. The Sweet 
William (dianthus barbatus) and the 
Chinese carnation (dianthus sinen- 
sis) appear in many Israeli gardens 
and are useful and decorative border 
plants. 

The name. In 2597, the chief gar- 
dener of Queen Elizabeth I called 
this flower carnation for its colour — 
carnal — like pink meat. 
Shakespeare mentions the carnation 
as the “most beautiful flower of the

ON MAY 13. 1939, the Germans sent 
off the Hamburgr-Amerika Line's 
luxury S.S. SL Louis to Cuba, with a 
complement of 937 Jewish refugees. 
This was no humanitarian gesture, 
but a propaganda move- 
Sure enough, neither Cuba nor 
America of 1989 would permit the 
landing of the refugees and the ship 
headed hack to Germany much to 
the dismay and tear of the 
passengers. Fortunately, Morris 
Troper, European Head of .the 
Ju wish Agency managed to convince 
Belgium. Holland, France and 
England each to take some of the 
refugees, so their total extermina- 
tion was avoided. Some of them. 


however, did meet their death in con- 
centration camps. 

Living survivors of the St. Louis 
voyage alone can judge the authen- 
ticity of this film. But the general 
audience should find It gripping and 
heart-rending. 

Being a big-budget movie with top- 
flight performers, it suffers from its 
top-heavy cast. One after the other 
we are told each star actor's story, 
as if director Stuart Rosenberg was 
trying to give them equal time. 

Max Von Sydow as the German 
anti-Na 5 captain of the ship. Faye 
Dunaway with monocle and exposed 
thigh, and Orson Welles' Cuban 
businessman dealing in bananas, 
cigars and whores are outstanding. 
Suffice it to say that "Voyage of the 
Damned” has emotional, historical, 
and Informational importance dur- 
ing moments when it la not going 
overboard with drippiness. 


ISRAEL’S newest and possibly moat 
fascinating sight-seeing attraction 
is to be opened to the public shortly. 

This is the stalactite grotto in the 
American Bicentennial Park, some 
SO kins, south-west of Jerusalem. 
Situated near Moshav Mahasiya, 
about 3500 metres from the JNF 
look-out tower atop Mount Ayala, the 
cave was discovered by accident in 
1968 in the Beit Shemesh stone 
quarries. 

The cave is huge and very 
beautiful. Stalactites and 
stalagmites that have grown within 
the womb of the hill over millions of 
years hang or push upwards in a 
dripping silence. A carefully arrang- 
ed kaleidoscope of lighting turns the 
grotto into pools of light and shadow, 
and the icicles Into a fantasy of 
colour. 

The work of preparing the cave for 
visitors has been undertaken by the 
Nature Reserves Authority. The en- 
trance and the exit have been built in 
the form of large arched tunnels of 
grey concrete leading through the 
cliff to mammoth metal doors. 
Beyond these doors, the visitor finds

himself in a wide shadowed chamber 
where guides will give explanations 
while his eyes become accustomed 
to the darkness. 

As the Inner doors are opened, 
lamps begin to glow, marking a rais- 
ed concrete path leading into the 
depths of the cavern. Other lamps il- 
luminate the fantastic monuments of 

carbonate of lime. 

Far in the distance, the circular 
route, lit by the tiny lamps, becomes 
a bridge over and through the 
awesome galleries of dripping stone. 
At the end of the path the visitor 
finds himself once more at the mam- 
moth doors. 

The cavern, which is at an altitude 
of 295 metres above sea-level, is at 
its greatest depth some 90 metres 
beneath the crest of the wooded hill. 
About 3,000 sq. metres in area, it is 
110 metres long at its longest point 
and about 70 metres wide. From 
floor to roof, it reaches at lts highest 


point, a height of 40 metres. It is 
believed to be totally explored. 

Examination of the smaller stalac- 
tites has disclosed that their rate of 
growth approaches, In certain cases, 
about one centimetre per year — the 
growth being dependent upon the 
amount of water In any given area of 
the cavern. 

The Jewish National Fund is now 
completing a two kilometre ap- 
proach road to the site, branching off 
from the new road linking Nes 
Harim with Mahasiya. as well as a 
parking lot to accommodate 80 cars 
and six to 10 buses. 

Admission to the cave will be by 
group only — with some 25 people 
per group accompanied by guides of 
the Nature Reserves Authority. 
Several groups will be able to enter 
the grotto at set intervals. Until the 
ticket booths are ready, entrance 
tickets can be purchased, as of May 
15th. at the authority's offices. 

From the west, access to the cave 
is via the road leading from the town 
of Beth-Shemeah to the stone 

quarries; and from the Jerusalem 
area, by way of the JNF ’a Nes 
Harim-Mahasiya road.

One day, a 
kiosk owner in a fit of absent- 
mindedness, charges 30 ag., and the 
consumer pays. By a sort of spon- 
taneous combustion of market self- 
regulation. the Law of Upward 
Competition is activated. News of 
the 30 ag. price travels . through 
streets, around corners, to the next 
kiosk, and in a matter of hours the 
new competitive (upward) price is 
nation-wide. More sophisticated 
readers may substitute less 
primitive commodities ' for our 
metaphorical soda — the same law 
applies. 

Or take the theory of inflation, that 
it’s too much money chasing goods, 
whereby the paper-chase causes up- 
ward spiralling of prices. It was left 
to our economy ( not to be confused 
with economists) to expose the fic- 
tion and to prove the theory (unex- 
purgated) as such: The less spen- 
ding money you have, the higher the 
prices — which is because the Israeli 
entrepreneur is nobody's fool. Again, 
let us invent an easily understood ex- 
ample. The entrepreneur can sell, 
say, 50 tea kettles at a 20 per cent 
profit margin, or he can sell (or 
produce) 10 kettles (of identical 
type) but with a 50 per cent profit 
margin. In both cases total profit Is 
the same. He will obviously sell 10, 
because: li although (under our own 
new inflation law) less money is 
chasing more goods — don’t we all 
know — there must be a select group 
of people that has lots of money to do 
the chasing — like the kettle-sellers; 
2) smaller premises, overheads and 
inventory are needed for 10 kettles 
with less headache and work for the 
same profit; 3) anyway, since so 
many people are selling kettles, 
relative to the number of potential

consumers, it is in the national in- 
terest to sell fewer kettles at a bigger 
profit margin (see also Upward 
Competition) ; 4) the increasing 
number of partners per enterprise, 
by such mechanisms as taking in the 
son-in-law. 

Another unique innovation in our 
New Economics is the remarkable 
Assimon Ass imitator. It actually 
derived from the authorities’ obses- 
sion (incited by the economists) with 
the inflation paper-chase theory. To 
"mop up" all this alleged money 
running riot, the Treasury, with the 
Post Office as a front, put out stories 
how the public was "hoarding” the 
telephone tokens lassimonim in 
Hebrew) to beat inflation. Not wide- 
ly known, the authorities have Issued 
billions of these tokens to keep up 
with the demand. On the quiet, the 
amount of money "taken out of cir- 
culation!’ in "hoarding” the tokens 
now accounts for a big chunk ot our 
national savings. 

A very much under- rated feature 
in the "checks and balances” in the 
so-called inflation situation is the en- 
couragement of middlemen. With so 
much money allegedly chasing 
about, desperate to buy, to spend, 
these mediators (or middlemen) 
perform a signal service as a buffer 
against plummeting prices, and are 
recognized as a vital element for 
stability. 

Nor will you find the “Fessah 
Qycle" in any of the conventional 
economics text books. Put simply, 
this means an annual cycle of price 
adjustments In -.csrtqsh and 


restaurants, m ainly , attributed to 
Peas ah anti-fcowiefr spring cle anin g 
expenditures — though the resulting 
“upswing adjustment” in prices 
remains in force all year, till the 
next Cycle. Harriets has also been 
found to affect some clothing and 
footwear 3 tore s- 

W HTTJr. the Israel economy is bias- 
ing new trails. It has been conser- 
vative in incorporating new 
economic terms. It still uses that 
misnomer GNP (gross national 
product) . If anything, this factor is 
surely not "gross,” for it completely 
ignores the burgeoning Moonlighting 
Multiplier factor. The term GNP 
persists simply because it's easy to 
reckon. But it represents only a frac- 
tion of our real national wealth. We 
are richer than we (or our 
economists; think. 

Every month we are fed figures of 
"money in circulation.” What do 
they mean — in our New 
Economics? There is not a word 
about the speed of this "circulation." 
the trickling-through-the- fingers 
effect, which has its own force and 
configuration variability. For in- 
stance, the variable circulation spins 
like a dervish at the first of the 
month, shuffles along around the 
middle, and stops dead way before 
the final post. The official “cir- 
culation" figures tell us nothing. 

Our New Economics once had the 
answer to a problem which has 
stymied even the rich industrial 
powers — wages policy. We had the 
Sapirian Loksh, which made it im- 
possible for one section of workers to 
know what another earned. The 
streamer pay-slips and their 
hieroglyphic rubrics represented 
economi cs as an art. What*- 


happened? Our cjever “reformers" 
and economists produced a “Rosetta 
stone,” for deciphering and simplify- 
ing the Sapirian Loksh, and now we 
have labour unrest and strikes over 
"linkage” and what the other guy 
earns. Now, in this small embattled 
country, the "engineers'* know what 
the “micro-biologists" make, the 
latter know what the “research" 
workers earn, and so on. 

Another ignored but Innovative, 
progressive feature of the New 
Economics is the employment 
policy. This is the 90-90 syndrome, 
also a self-regulatory mechanism. 
To explain in popular language: A 
job is offered, let’s Bay assistant 
foreman In an avocado sorting plant. 
This means that the foreman needs 
an assistant since the foreman can 
only manage half his formal job. as 
half his time he spends on doing, or 
thinking up ways of doing, the Job of 
his immediate superior, the 
. assistant-manager, who himself Is 
doing likewise for the manager's job. 
It’s Jewish drive and ambition wblch 
keeps the system going. It’s think 
big, which is also why your message 
was not passed on to the right of- 
ficial. 

Our economists bask in the shade 
of our so-called "trade imbalance.” 
The imported motor car has become 
a symbol of “luxury." One could im- 
agine that this is an “oversight" by 
our economic authorities. Yet even 
excluding taxes and duties, un- 
published data shows that parking 
fines cover half the defence budget 
So much for our economists 
(misguided victims, who journey 
bareback on asses). 

The fact is, as in so many other, 
fields, we have telescoped and leap- 
frogged evolutionary stages of con- 
temporary economic development 
As someone once said, we are a 
"laboratory." May we prosper, in

'Design sets the mood’

Wherever and howeveryou are sit- 
ting as you read these lines, chances 
are you could be more comfortable. 
Is .the chair bugging your back for 
tbe full length of your spine? As you 
sit there. Is your heel perched at 
sharp angle against a hard terazzo 
floor, or are your legs folded 
boomerang-like under your seat, 
with your toes dug into the thick pile 
of expensive carpeting? 

* 'De signing room Interiors and fur- 
niture must do more than satisfy the 
eye's quest for beauty," David de 
Mayo, a leading Israel furniture 
designer told The Jerusalem Post 
last night as he prepared his display 
at Furniture Week which opens In 
Jerusalem’s Blnyanei Ha'ooma this 
morning. "A room and its furniture 
must be able to put you in the right 
mood — tor whatever you wish to 
do." 

So, designing premises to order is 
really a job of problem solving, 
claims de Mayo, who spent nine 


years in Sweden and Denmark 
studying architecture and desi gn. 

One of his first challenges upon his 
return was the Habimah Theatre. 
How do you decorate a theatre so 
that kibbutz niks dressed in shorts 
and sandals do not feel out of place 
mingling with formally attired 
gentlemen from North Tel Aviv and 
their long-gowned wives? The secret 
is adroit illumination and a touch of 
simplicity emerging from the 
classical lines so familiar In theatre 
design. 

A more recent project — even 
more difficult — was designing Belt 
Halohem in Afeka, a club tor disabl- 
ed soldiers. “Naturally, en- 
tranceways to the building and from 
room to room inside,, had to be 
suitable for wheelchair use. And. 
above all, the whole design theme of 
the building— from the light fixtures 
on the ceiling to the drapes on the 
wall to the ash trays on the tables — 
had to suggest the greatest possible 
remoteness from war and the 
military atmosphere."

— An application for the 
liquidation of the Neot Aviv Real 
Estate Company was filed in the 
District Court here yesterday by 
lawyer Joseph Milo, acting for the 
Israel -British Bank and tbe family of 
Aharon Rubinstein, the contractor. 
The motion was heard by the Court 
president. Judge M. Kenet. 

Neot Aviv controls land in Kiryat 
Ono on which some 175 housing units 
have been constructed. The com- 
pany also holds 75 per cent 
ownership in the Neot Aviv Building 
on Rehov Ibn Gvirol in Tel Aviv, The 
latter project has a major shopping 
centre.

The application for liquidation 
mentions discriminatory behaviour 
on the part of the majority 
shareholders in Neot Aviv. The 
Rubinstein group and the Israel-

the shares. They claim that since the 
shares of Neot Aviv went public in 
1963, the company has ceased to pay 
out cash dividends. They further 
contend that the majority 
shareholders are siphoning off 
profits into another company which 
they control. They also point out that 
the board of directors of Neot Aviv is 
composed only of representatives of 
the majority shareholders, leaving 
no voice for the minority group. 

The brief suggests that only by li- 
quidating the company can the 
minority interests be served 
equitably. 

Counsel for the Neot Aviv com- 
pany was granted two days to 
prepare a defence.

The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against a judgment of the Tel 
Aviv District Court delivered on 
November 8, 1973 (in Mine. AppL 
282/73). 

The appellant, Reuben 
Pessachovitz, an Israeli national, 
was charged in absentia in & Swiss 
court with obtaining credit to the 
value of 10 mffll on Swiss francs on 
false pretences. The Swiss 
authorities applied to Israel for his 
extradition cm the strength of the 
European Cbnvention on Extradition 
of 1957, to which both Israel and 
Switzerland are parties. Despite the 
fact that section 6 of the Extradition 
Convention provides that every par- 
ty to the Convention is entitled to 
refuse to extradite Its own nationals, 
the : . Attorney-General, - at-Jha -in* 
stance" of .the Minister of Justice, 
petitioned 'the Tel Avfv District 
Court to declare Pessachovitz sub- 
ject to extradition, as required by 
sections 3 and 4 of the Extradition 
Low. 1954. 

During the hearing of the petition 
Pessachovitz’a counsel argued that 
the criteria laid down in section 2 of 
the Extradition Law had not been 
, fulfilled, as there cannot be said to 
be any agreement providing for 
reciprocity between Israel and 
Switzerland, when under Swiss law 
nationals of Switzerland may not be 
extradited (although they would be 
tried in Switzerland tor the offences 


for ' which their extradition were 
sought by a foreign state). 

Section 2 of the extradition Law 
provides that: "A person may be ex- 
tradited if (1) an agreement 
providing for reciprocity as to the 
extradition of offenders exists 
between Israel and the state re- 
questing Ms extradition; and (2) he 
Is accused or has been convicted in 
the requesting state of an offence of 
a non-political character and which, 
had it been committed in Israel, 
would be one of the offences set out 
in the Schedule to this Law." 

'The District Court. In declaring • 
Pessachovitz subject to extradi- 
tion, dismissed his co lined'* argu- 
ment on the grounds, first, that the 
Swiss declaration that they would 
toot extradite their own nationals did - 
not negate reciprocity between 
Switzerland and Israel, as the 
Minister of Justice has the executive 
right, under section 3 of the Extradi- 
tion Law, to refrain from Initiating 
the extradition of an Israeli 
national; .and, secondly, because 
even if there were no formal agree- 
. ment of reciprocity between Israel 
and Switzerland, there is substantive 
reciprocity between the two coun- 
tries. 

In the appeal against this decision 
to the Supreme Court. Mr. Haetzni 
appeared for the appellant and Mr. 
Goldman, Assistant State Attorney, 
for the respondent. 


JUDGMENT 

Justice Landau, who delivered the 
main judgment of the Supreme 
Court, noted that section 6 of the Ex- 
tradition Convention allows of flex- 
ibility on the question of extradition 
of nationals of a State to whom an ex- 
tradition request is submitted: that 
is. It vests the executive of that State 
with the discretion to decide whether 
to extradite or not. In thin context, he 
continued, it should be noted further 
that there are some countries, like 
Switzerland, which have adopted the 
personality principle of punishing 
their nationals who commit offences 
in foreign countries themselves, in- 
stead of extraditing them to those 
foreign countries; whereas other 
countries, like Israel (which adopted 
the English common law system), t 
practise the territorial principle and 
do not try punish their nationals for 
offences committed abroad, save In 
certain exceptional, specific in- 
stances. This difference, he con- 
tinued, was taken into account by the 
drafters of the Extradition Conven- 
tion when they provided, in section 
6(2) , that any country which does not 
wish to extradite its own nationals 
must, if It deems it fit to do so. bring 
them to trial in' their own courts of 
law (thus complying with the rule 
laid down by &otlus: "aut dedere 
aut punlre" — either extradite or 
punish).

WHILE THE extent .to which the 
parties will actually carry out their 
promises of “change" may be open 
to question, there is room to believe 
that the time has finally come for 
change in one long debated field: 
electoral reform. 

The Democratic Movement tor 
Change has emblazoned this cause 
on its banner from its Inception half 
a year ago but there has also been a 
change on this issue In the 
traditional parties. 

Electoral reform which was for- 
mally espoused by Mapai and the 
Labour Party in every election since 
the late 1950’s was never adopted for 
several reasons. Despite its official 
stand. Labour's party machines op- 
posed the Idea behind the scenes and 
were instrumental in getting enough 
Labour MS's, fearful for their 
prospects under a difference elec- 
toral system, to sabotage the elec- 
toral reform bills submitted. 
Map am ' b adamant opposition was 
also an Important factor in the 
Alignment's foot dragging. The 
latest example of this opposition was 
Mapam MK Eliezer Ronnen's heroic 
and successful opposition to passing 
the bill in its First Reading in recent 
weeks. 

In the Likud, the Liberals have had 
a long history of support for electoral 
reform but since their partnership 
with He rut in Gahal the Liberals 
have generally bowed to He rut’s 
vehement opposition to the idea. 
During the past year Herut softened, 
and the Likud. In its platform, has 
also come out in favour of a change 
in the electoral system. The reason 
for Herut's change of heart is Its 
growing conviction that a different 
system no longer need mean an 
automatic guarantee of perpetual 
Labour majorities. 

The major parties have thus 
developed a consensus in favour of 
electoral reform, In the direction of 
multi-member constituency elec- 
tions for about 2/3 of the Knesset 
with the remaining 1/3 being elected 
either on a nation-wide basis, or 
from the accumulated votes for par- 
ty lists in the constituencies. 

It Is doubtful, however, whether 
the issue will be accorded a high 
priority either by the Alignment or 
the Likud. In the Alignment, the rise 
of Shimon Peres to the head of the 
Labour Party will count as a point in 
favour of pushing electoral reform, 
but it is yet to be seen how he will 
neutralize continued Mapam opposi- 
tion. 

Action on electoral reform legisla- 
tion will also depend on the degree of 
dependence on the National 
Religious Party In the formation of a 
coalition. For theNRPls adamantly 
opposed to reform. 

REAPERS' LET IT P r ■■ 


In this last of .a series 
of articles on.the par- 
ties and the issues in 
the election cam- 
paign YOSEF 
GOELL discusses 
the prospects of 
structural reform in 
our political system. 

Whether or not high priority will 
be given to this issue will moat likely- 
depend on the fate and behaviour of 
the DMC. Prof. Yadin has taken 
pains to reiterate his party's in- 
sistence on the speedy adoption of 
electoral reform as a condition for . 
joining any coalition. The com- 
plications arise from the probability 
that the DMC will not have enough 
strength to form a coalition by Itself 
with either the Alignment or the 
Likud, and the leading party forming 
the coalition will then be faced with 
the task of juggling the opposing 
stands of the DMC and the NRP. 
ANOTHER STICKING point, even in 
the event of an impressive DMC 
success at the polls which will enable 
it to form a coalition with the Align' 
ment or the Likud without the NRP, 
will be Its insistence bn coupling 
agreement for electoral reform with 
a commitment to dissolve the 
Knesset within two years in order to 
hold elections under the new system. 

It is doubtful whether the major 
parties will agree to such a condi- 
tion. although in time-honoured 
fashion the way out may be a 
nebulous commitment to such early 
elections which would not be 
honoured in the event on the pretext 
of a national emergency.. Here the 
determining factor will be whether 
the DMC will stick to its ultimatlve 
conditions. 

The DMC's leadership has tried to 
emphasize its resolve to abide by 
such commitments in its internal 
developments, but it is simply too 
new a political force to permit an 
assessment of its behaviour under 
the pressure of events in the future. 

The DMC's fate at the polls 
tomorrow and its behaviour in the 
subsequent coarlitlon negotiations 
may also be the key to the fate of 
other proposals for structural 
reform at the government level 
which have been raised in these elec- 
tions. 

Nearly all the major parties have 
spoken of the need to streamline the 
Cabinet It has became Ineffective as a 


decision-making body. The problem 
. here has been one of sheer size and 
the gradual breakdown of the 
government as a coordinated body. 

A pet proposal of nearly all the 
parties in these elections has been 
the idea of establishing a Ministry of 
Social Betterment to incorporate the 
Ministry of. Welfare, the National In- 
surance Institute and parts of the 
Ministries of Labour and of Educa- 
tion. This is a proposal that waa sub- 
mitted to the Rabin Government by 
the Hammer Committee, but was not 
pushed through by Mr. Rabin due to 
objections on the part of the Labour 
and NRP Ministers who would have 
lost their ministries. 

A RECENT study by FroL 
Yehezkel Dror and Dr. Felsenthal of 
the Hebrew University concluded 
that the size of the Cabinet and the 
division of ministerial authority was 
a direct consequence of the number 
of parties participating in the coali- 
tion. Tb this should be added the fac- 
tor of the nature of tire xnajorpartiea 
as internal coalitions and the need to 
.massage the egos of the various fac- 
tion leaders. 

Given the validity of these On dings 
which seem to bear out general 
observations of the past history of 
coalition forming, it would seem 
highly unlikely that the present e lec- 
tions will result In much meaningful 
streamlining of the government as a 
decision making body. The Likud 
has never accorded much impor- 
tance to these Issues and if it forms a 
government, the hunger of its 
leaders for ministerial power and 
honour after a 29-year starvation 
diet may well be such as to scotch 
any Intentions of forming a lean 
cabinet. 

An Alignment government depen- 
dent on the NRP and a smattering of 
smaller parties would most likely be 
no better. 

In any case, there is more than a 
suspicion that all these proposals 
miss the point. The functional 
decrepitude of the government is due ' 
to a large extent to the relatively low 
priority the parties, their politicians, 
and Israel as a culture, accord to the 
issue of efficiency as a value per se. 

When the Prime Minister can — 
and does — dismiss a minister for 
rank incompetence regardless of his 
party or factional affiliation, and is 
backed up by the media and public 
opinion, we will be well on our way to 
some meaningful reforms. Another 
possibility is granting the Knesset 
the power to vote no-confidence in a 
particular minister without bringing 
about the fall of the government 

At the present stage of the develop- 
ment of our political culture there 
are utopian ideas, indeed. 


THE ARMENIANS IN TURKEY 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Following the recent 
publication in your columns of ar- 
ticles concerning the Armenian 
problem. I would like to bring to your 
readers' attention extracts of an ar- 
ticle written by Dr. Rarabet Arman, 
Chairman of the Board of the Arme- 
nian Hospital in Istanbul, which 
appeared in the Turkish daily "Tur- 
cuman." 

"I do not wish to address myself to 
the events of 1915, as 60 years have 
pasaed since World War I and the 
collapse of the Ottoman Empire, 
with events of that era having been 
consigned to history. These events 
can hardly be evoked as topical 
issues within the context of the 
modern Turkish Republic. 

Out of the 3.749,150 Armenians liv- 
ing throughout the world, 60,000 live 
in Turkey as free citizens of the 
Republic. In this secular state, the 
Armenians lead a free religious and 
civil existence under the protection 
of the laws of the Republic. They 
have four senior high schools, six 
junior high schools and 20 elemen- 
tary schools, 32 churches, their own 
newspapers, hospitals, and homes 
for the aged. 

X am tempted to ask those coun- 
tries which Incite the Armenians 
within their borders to pay lip ser- 
vice to the Armenian cause and 
those who claim that the Armenians 
living in Turkey today are deprived 
of theLr rights, whether they enjoy
